Set up the PSP" (FlayStation®Portable| according to the instructions in 
its instruction manual. Turn the PSP "system on and the POWER indicator will 
light up green. The HOME menu will be displayed. Press the OPEN latch to 
open the disc cover. Insert the Carol Vorderman's Sudoku disc with the label 
side facing the r ear of the PSP ' system and then securely dose the disc cover. 

Select the H icon from the HOME menu and then select the © icon. An 
image of the software will be displayed. Select the image press the X button 
to commence loading. 

NOTE: Please ensure you have sufficient free space on your Memory Stick 
Duo" before commencing play.
